Regarding clalnns 2, 13, 15, 22, 29, 
Applicant argues Csapo does not identify a subscriber service associated with destination because if destination information is not found 
HLR for Internet call then it is "assumed" as a landline call. Examiner contends Csapo teaches identifying a subscriber service with 
disclosure of using destination number dialed by mobile (Figure 5, step 501) for lookup (step 502) to setup Internet connection (step 508) 
otherwise it is a landline call (step 505). See column 4, lines 11-34. Assumption or not, a service is matched to destination. Csapo 
teaches claimed memory for storing characteristics of source and destination with disclosure of HLR containing mobile subscriber 
information (Figure 3, element 37). See column 4, lines 41-46, column 5, lines 14-18. Therefore rejection is proper.
